L o n d o n, May 
15.—T he government 
has been beaten in tho House Of Com* 
mons by a vote of 94 to OS on a motion 
to adjourn. 
T he measure before tho 
House was tho Iriuh agricultural laborers’ 
bill, which proposes the use of the 
church surplus to assist in the erection 
of laborers’ cottages. 
Joseph Francis Fox; the member for 
the Tullamore division of Kings county, 
a nationalist, moved tho second reading 
of the bill. 
Mr. Johnston, conservative 
member for South Belfast, moved the 
rejection of the bill on the ground th a t 
the surplus was not sufficient to cover 
the charges of the land bill and the 
laborers' bill. 
T he Right Hon. David Plun kett ac­ 
cused the I’arnellites of trying to snatch 
a division. 
He said they had assembled 
in full force at a time when the bulk of 
the members were absent, in order to 
get the bill read the second time. 
T he 
object of this was to destroy the labor­ 
er’s claims In the land bill. Ile reminded 
the House th at Mr. Dillon had protested 
against the appropriation of the church 
surplus in the land bill as being a pure­ 
ly Irish fund which he wanted for edu­ 
cational purposes w hen home rule w*as 
obtained. 
Yet here were the Parnellites 
proposing to devote the surplus to the 
building of laborers’ homes. 
T. W. 
Russell, 
unionist, moved to 
adjourn. 
He said th a t not a single ’ 
clause of the bill had been explained. J 
I t was an attem pt to stab tho land bill , 
In the back. 
Mr. Balfour commented on tho silence 
of the Irish leaders on the measure. 
Nobody seemed to think it necessary to 
explain the provisions of the bill. 
In 
view of this state of affairs he would 
support the motion for an adjourn­ 
ment. 
Mr. Russell’s motion to adjourn was 
lost—yeas, 68: nays, 94. 
The announce­ 
m ent of the result was received with 
cheers by the Parnellites. 
Mr. Parnell moved th at the second 
reading be now put. 
The Speaker de­ 
clined to put the motion, the House de­ 
siring to continue the debate. 
Mr. Balfour charged the Parnellites 
with introducing the measure through a 
mere desire to em barrass the govern­ 
ment. 
The member who had moved 
the second reading of the bill and the 
member who had seconded the motion 
had taken up between them only ten 
tninutcs. 
T heir conduct was unm istak­ 
able. 
They did not mean to obtain ad­ 
vantages for the laborers, but to injure 
the land bill. 
The conditions under 
which the bill had been debated would 
deprive any vote th at the house m ight 
come to of all significance. 
W hatever 
was the decision the government would 
attach to it no importance. 
[Parnellite 
cheers]. 
T he second reading of the bill was 
agreed to w ithout a division, amid pro­ 
lon ged Irish ch eers. 
T h e defeat, of the government was 
due to a blunder of the Conservative 
whips, who notified the members of the 
government party th at their presence 
would be required at 4 o'clock. 
This 
became known to the Parnellites, who 
attended in full strength at noon and, 
after short speeches had been made, 
rushed a division before the Conserva­ 
tives could be mustered.

A ndrew’s head had heen mashed with 
a club. 
T he bodies were cold and had 
evidently been dead somo h o u rs. 
The 
house was standing open and tho a tte n ­ 
tion of one of tho neighbors was attract­ 
ed. 
T he bed clothing, furniture, and 
walls w*ere stained and bespattered with 
blood. 
T he scene was horrible, and tin* nows 
spread rapidly, about tho village. 
T he 
murdered persons were the wealthiest 
in th a t section of the country, and the 
theory is th a t the murder was commit­ 
ted to get the motley which it was gen­ 
erally supposed Crouch kept about his 
house. 
Tho family was greatly respected, and 
the news created the wildest excitement. 
Searching parties were started out in all 
directions, but no clew* could bo found 
to the perpetrators.

which congress authorizes to he import­ 
ed, it is nut bound to furmeh a market 
for i% nor to abstain from the passage of 
any law which it may deem necessary or 
advisable to guard the health or morals 
of it i citizens, although such law nny 
discourage importation, or diminish the 
profits of the importer, or lessen the rev­ 
enue of the general government. 
And 
if any state deems the retail and internal 
traffic in ardent spirits injurious to its 
CMzeo4 and calculated to produce idle­ 
ness, vice or debauchery, I see notbiag 
in the constitution of the Gutted Skates 
to prevent it from regulating aud re­ 
straining the traffic or fr im prohibiting 
it altogether if is thinks proper. 
Two of the leading prohibitionists in 
this country—General Fisk and John P. 
Bt. John, hoi I different viewd on the de­ 
cision. The former thinks it will not in­ 
jure the temperance cause in Kansas or 
lows, while the latter professes to have 
dark forebodings. 
Just why BL John 
should have any solicitude teaching the 
question when he has never been a work­ 
er in the temperance cause, aud never 
saved a drunkard in bis life, cannot he 
judged. But unfort anat aly, there w<H 
no daub! be some trouble over the de­ 
cision. The present supreme court ex­ 
plained Taney’s ruling in this wise: 
These decisions Feet upon the un­ 
doubted right of the states of tbe Union 
to control their purely internal affairs, in 
doing which they exercise powers not 
surrendered t ) the national government 
but whenever tbe liw ct tbe state 
amounts essentially to a regulation of 
commerce with foreign nations or among 
tbe states, as it does when it inhibits di­ 
rectly o: iadireotly the receipt of an im­ 
ported commodity, or Us disposition bo- 
fore it bas ceased to become an article 
of trade betweeu one state and anotbor 
or another country than this, it comes in 
conflict wih a power which rn this partic­ 
ular has been exclusively vested in t ie 
general govern rn ut, and is therefore 
void. 
According to thi*, a bottle or a keg cf 
liquor is an original package, and can be 
sold without hindrance in a prohibition 
state provided it was imported iato that 
state from another state cr country. 
If 
tbe liquor was to be drank on the prem­ 
ises c f ctbe persou to whom it was im­ 
ported, then prohibition would apply, 
but if taken to a man’s horns or place of 
business, the supreme court protects bim 
in that kind of drinking. It will be seen 
from this that the decision is a mistor- 
f or tune.

ing in itself, and th at it never pays to 
spend too much tim e in preparation. 
Eben lngersoll, on the other hand, was 
careful, conservative, studious, plod­ 
ding. 
Ho could not understand Ids j 
brother’s oratorical genius, and in­ 
sisted th at his own method was pre­ 
ferable. 
All day Eben lngersoll had 
been trying to get Robert to w rite out 
his speech, but Col. lngersoll good­ 
naturedly put him off. 
Finally the 
two brothers retired, and the discus­ 
sion was continued in the room. 
At 
length Col. Robert lngersoll sprang 
from his bed and 
exclaimed :

wouldn’t bother with it for any other 
living man. but to please you and keep 
you quiet PII w rite th at speech now ’ 
He ordered a light, a pitcher of ice 
water, and a cigar, and at m idnight in 
a Chicago hotel, clad only in a night­ 
gown, the famous orator dashed off in 
three-quarters of an hour a speech that 
has passed into English clrssics, and a 
speech th at came w ithin an ace of 
nom inating Blaine instead of Hayes in 
1876. His bother was satisfied with the 
m ethod pursued, satisfied with tho 
speech as completed, and doubly satis­ 
fied with the speech as delivered in 
the Cincinnati convention.”

Its Effects W hen used on H orses— Swine of 
th e D iseases R esulting, 
A horseman says: 
The torse’s neck 
when weary, is gradually lowered, bring­ 
ing immense pressure upon the sensitive 
corners and roof of the mouth. Tbe sad­ 
dle is with every movement of the horse 
tipped forward, iobtead of riding natur­ 
ally flat upon the baos, If the hcrse be 
at ell nervous, the tiring of the ne.k is 
accompanied by a constant tossing t i 
the head, which materially aggravates the 
trouble. la consequence we see sore 
mouths and abraded obeeks, poll-evil, 
or the formation of an abscess on the 
ht&d. from the oonstant pressure on the 
check, and sore backs I rom tbe oonstant 
chaffing of the scdi'e. 
Tbe larynx and trachea are composed of 
narrow bands so arranged as to form • 
set of incomplete rings joined at their 
ends by a small elastic baud, and when 
air is

stretch with each inspiration. 
This 
aetion is very much impeded when the 
head is elevated beyond its 
normal 
I mil, and tbe larnyx and trachea beld in 
a fixed position, and whistling or roaring 
is often produced by this means. 
Another thing which is often over­ 
looked is the altered position assumed 
ty tbe limbs when standing. In a tightly 
checked horse it will be noticed that he 
stands with hind and fore feet wide 
apait—or braced—as a direct reeult of 
the changing of the oenter of gravity 
High checking is, without doubt, a p:o~ 
lido cause of spruug knees, and similar 
deformities of the limbp. It often has a 
far from beneficial structure cf the hips, 
loins and lumbar regions of the back, 
aud many so-called weak backed horses 
may trace their infirmity to this cause. 
To tbe rightful category of evils enu­ 
merated by D r. Gardner, may be added 
parallels of the mnsolea cf the face, dis­ 
orders cf the brain and nerves, and—as 
stated by J. VV. Axe, professcr,of Royal 
Veterinary college, L mdon, whose tes­ 
timony is given as the result of eleven 
years experience in the post-mcrtem 
boose and dissecting room cf the col­ 
lege—“a variety cf stiuctaru] elteratioie 
and deforms es wt ich moat render life 
& burden and shorten its>pan,” 
Any one ct tbe above mentioned dis­ 
eases represent an intolerable amount of 
needless suffering which the boree is 
forced to endure by man, who ie so often 
his merciless tyrant instead cf bis mer­ 
ciful master. Oa tbe other band, there 
are no diseases that are caused by not 
wearing checks; 


the few drops of coal oil which servants 
are so fond of using and which have 
caused so many sad accidents, is per­ 
fectly safe. 
To mend a very large hole in socks or 
woven underwear, take a piece of strong 
net over the aperture and darn over it.
